On Tuesday, Dr. William 
Holbrook, West Liberty ve¬ 
terinarian, began vaccinating 
Morgan County horses against 
Venezuelan Equine Encep¬ 
halomyelitis, VEE, (sleeping 
sickness in horses).

The West Liberty City Coun¬ 
cil at a special meeting last 
Friday night passed a resolu¬ 
tion authorizing the Gateway 
Area Development District to 
apply for federal funds for the 
renovation and expansion of the 
town's water and sewer systems. 

In the event federal monies 
are approved, the Council also 
pledged itself to revise the rate 
structure of the water and sew¬ 
age systems to provide the 
City's share of the construction 
costs. 

Citing the water and sewage 
systems as “obsolete overload¬ 
ed. and in poor repair,” the 
resolution pointed out that the 
settling basin of the town’s 
water filtration plant has deter¬ 
iorated to the point that col¬ 
lapse is imminent.” 

Neither the water or sewage 
system has the capacity to sup 
port continued growth or any 
new industry that might desire 
to locate in West Liberty, the 
resolution stated. 

Cost of a new water system, 
is estimated at SI million.

According to Merrit S. 
Deitz, Jr., Commissioner of 
the Economic Security De¬ 
partment, food stamps with 
a total annual value of $38,- 
369,299 went to an average 
of 158,500 low-income Ken¬ 
tuckians during the last fis¬ 
cal year. 

Commissioner Deitz said 
food stamps "help low-in¬ 
come persons increase their 
expenditures for food and 
upgrade the quality of their 
diets." 

“Under the program, eli¬ 
gible families exchange the 
amount of money they have 
been spending for food for 
an allotment of food cou¬ 
pons of higher monetary 
value," he explained. "The 
family then uses the coupons 
to purchase food.” 

In Kentucky, the Food 
i Stamp Program is adminis¬ 
tered jointly by the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Security 
and the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture.

Assembly have indicated over 
whelmingly that they would 
serve without pay in any special 
session to discuss removal of 
the 5-cenl sales tax on food. 

This was the preliminary re¬ 
port made yesterday by Senate 
President Pro Tem William 
Sullivan, D-Henderson, who has 
been polling his colleagues on 
the question. 

Sullivan is one of the legisla¬ 
tive co-chairmen for Lt. Gov. 
Wendell Ford, the Democratic 
nominee for governor who has 
suggested Republican Gov. Lou- ] 
ie B. Nunn call such a special 
session. 

In rejecting Ford’s proposal. 
Nunn cited among other things 
the cost of such a session, which 
the governor estimated at $500,- 
000 or more. 

”fl the cost is worrying him.” 
Sullivan said “it appears that 
reason is largely done away 
with.” 

He said 80 Democrats have 
indicated they would serve 
without their $50 daily compen¬ 
sation in salary and expenses. 
Sullivan, noting that only two 
negative replies have been re¬ 
ceived, said a complete tally 
will be announced today from 
Democratic headquarters in 
Frankfort. 

Sullivan said none of the re¬ 
spondents committed themselv¬ 
es to vote for any particular bill, 
merely to attend a session. 

Idea originated with Chandler 

Republican Tom Emberton 
proposed the sales tax cut on 
groceries shortly after w'inning 
the GOP primary for governor. 
The idea originally was offered 
six months earlier by former 
Gov. A. B. Chandler, who is 
running for governor indepen¬ 
dently. 

Ford finally responded with 
the suggestion that Nunn ought 
to act immediately. 

Sullivan said that if the poll 
brings no other result, it will 
show that Democrats are public 
spirited enough not to burden 
taxpayers in the event of a spec¬ 
ial session. 

He declined to comment on 
Ford’s plans if Nunn continues 
to refuse to call a session. 

The governor will attend the 
NaPonal Governor's Conference 
in Puerto Rico beeginning Sept. 
12 and Ford will be acting 
governor then, with power to 
call the session. If Ford also 
were out of Kentucky. Sullivan 
would be next in line with that 
authority. 

“The general response I’ve 
had is that the present governor 
has access to budgetary infor¬ 
mation and it’s his responsibil 
itv to make this decision.” Sul¬ 
livan said “This is consistent

Impetigo is usually limited 
to the exposed parts of the 
body but it may spread quick- 
ly to other parts.

Ray McKenzie, a Morgan 
County native with a master’s 
degree in psychology from 
Florida State University in 
Tallahassee, is currently work¬ 
ing on his Ph.D in voice 
science and psycho physiology 
at Florida State, and the 
subject of his Ph.D disserta¬ 
tion will be Florida—not the 
slate, but a unique voice 
controller and speech teach¬ 
ing machine known as a Fre¬ 
quency Lowering or Raising 
Intensity Determining Appa¬ 
ratus, FLORIDA. 

The machine, the first of 
its kind in the world, was 
invented by Dr. Anthony 
Holbrook, director of the 
speech research laboratory at 
Florida State, w'ho has been 
using his FLORIDA with 
marked success in helping 
the vocally handicapped, in¬ 
cluding the deaf and mentally! 
retareded, learn to speak nor-. 
mally. 

McKenzie, vwho also works 
as a psychologist at Sunland 
Training Center for mentally 
retareded children at Marian-; 
ra, Fla., is Dr. Holbrook's 
graduate assistant. Thus, the 
FLORIDA was a natural 
topic for his dissertation. 

Dr. Holbrook, an experi¬ 
mental phoenetics scientist, 
has actually built three units. 
All are showing significant 
progress in research, with 
individuals ranging from in¬ 
fants to adults. 

McKenzie, whose grand¬ 
mother, Mrs. Henry McKen¬ 
zie. resides in West Liberty, 
said all three machines de¬ 
tect specific speech characte¬ 
ristics or impediments and 
reward an individual’s cor¬ 
rect pronunciation or mildly 
"punish” him in the learn¬ 
ing process if speech behav¬ 
ior is not correct. This is an 
immediate reaction and is 
accomplished by simple “yes" 
and “no” light signals. 

However, McKenzie said 
that Dr. Holbrook discovered | 
that light signals are mean- j 
ingless to infants. Thus a 
rotating feeder presents food } 
or a beverage us a reward 
for correct vocal behavior.
